I am requesting funding for the City of Oxnard Water Pipeline Replacement Project in fiscal year 2024. The 
entity to receive funding for this project is the City of Oxnard, located at: 300 W Third St, 4th Floor, Oxnard, 
CA 93030. 
 
The funding would be used for replacing identified aging cast iron waterline pipes at risk of failure in the 
Kamala Park neighborhood in the City of Oxnard. The project is an appropriate use of taxpayer funds because 
many of the cast iron potable water pipelines in the City are over 60 years old, have reached the end of their 
useful life, and are constantly in need of repairs, which is disruptive and costly to the residents of the City. The 
City has identified the Kamala Park neighborhood, one of the poorest census tracts in the City, for this project. 
 
The project has a Federal nexus because the funding provided is for purposes authorized by Section 1452 of the 
Safe Drinking Water Act, 42 U.S.C. 300j12.
